Steers Playing FoUow My Leader. 


On Tuesday as a drove of bullocks 


numbering about 140 were being driven 
from the Canadian shed to the Wood- 
sido lairsge at Birkenhead, a singular 
accident happened. On the river side 
of the Alfred dock there is a narrow un- 
dulating bridge, recently placed there 
by the Mersey docks and harbor board 
for the purpose of conveniently transfer- 
iner cattle to the lairages. 
The bridge 


will allow two bullocks to pass over 
abreast, but yesterday the beasts became 
jammed and one of them leaped into 
the Alfred dock and was immediately 
followed by 34 others. 


The scene in the water was most ex- 


traordinary; but, strangeto recount, one 
of the bullocks swam to the steps and 
walked out in the most intelligent fash- 
ion and was followed by 11, others. 
The thirteenth, however, slipped back 
into the water, where the remaining 
81 5HSF° ewimxning about for a con- 
siderable time. Ultimately a num- 
ber of men put off in boats, and tying 
ropes around the beasta drew them in 
to the wall, and thus supported them 
until a crane was brought into use and 
the entire herd rescued, little the worse 
for their strange immersion. A period 
of three hours elapsed before the work 
of recovery was completed, and during 
this time the liveliest excitement was 
apparent among the numerous specta- 
tors.—Westminster Gazette. 


OQ1PT 


Bnssiou Fleet For the Mediterranean. 
It is stated that the Russian permanent 


squadron for the Mediterranean shortly 
to be constituted will consist of the ves- 
sels which recently visited America and 
aro now on their way home under the 
command of Admiral Kasnakoff. They 
are the Emperor Nicholas I, ironclad 
battleship, 8,500 tons, 570 men; the Ad- 
miral N akhimofE, armored cruiser, 7,800 
tons, 500 men; the Dimitri Donskoi, ar- 
mored cruiser, 7,000 tons, 850 men, and 
the Bynda, a steel protected cruiser, 8,000 
tons, 820 men. 


Of these four vessels each one is mak- 


ing for a different port—Lisbon, Gibral- 
tar, the Azores and Cadiz respectively. 
It is not yet known where they will as- 
semble. Tho latest advices from Bussia, 
however, state that they will go to Tou- 
lon in order to repay the celebrated 
Cronstadt visit of two years ago. On 
the fleet being definitely constituted it 
will be placed under the command of 
Admiral Avellan. who is already organ- 
izing his staff, but who will in all prob- 
ability not remain in command for more 
than n year. Admiral Kasnakoff will be 
placed in an important post at Cronstadt. 
—Paris Correspondent. 


The Electric Fan Waltzed. 


A diminutive electric fan in the office 


of the department of public works was 
located on a window sill, where its noise 
disturbed the clerks, and they placed it 
upon a metal heater. The instant the 
current was turned on the electricity 
performed a clog dance and waltzed the 
fan all over the heater. All the time the 
blue fluid flashed out in two foot lengths, 
and the burring and whirring of the 
swift revolting wheel nearly caused a 
stampede in the office. But relief came 
at last when the machine with a mighty 
effort, as if to get away from the heater, 
danced off the side of it and fell with a 
bump on the floor, bringing the circus to 
a close.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

THE HTEEIUNO COMMITTEE. 


It ih Trying to Effect a Compromise. 
WASHINGTON, October 19.—The Demo- 


crats of the Senate are devoting most 
of their time to an effort to agree 
among themselves, and are of the 
opinion that they are in a fair way to 
agree on a bill to be introduced the 
beginning of next week. So many of 
them are engaged in this business that 
there ar^very few in the Senate to-day, 
but the silver men, understanding the 
situation, did not suggest the absence 
of a quorum. It is a fact that the 
Democratic Steering Committee has 
almost agreed on a bill and are now 
engaged in trying to get various factions 
to accept it 
The Silver Democrats ac- 


cept it rather readily, though not fully 
satisfied with the limited recognition 
of silver, but some repeal Democrats 
are still holding out for absolute re- 
peal, and with these the committee is 
now laboring. 


The opinion is expressed that if all 


these cannot be won over enough Re- 
publicans can be secured to pass the 
measure 
The proposed bill extends 


the provisions of the present silver 
purchase law to January 1, 1895, with a 
reduction of the monthly purchase to 
two and a half million ounces per 
month, and for the coinage imme- 
diately of the seignorage silver in the 
treasury. The matter of a bond issue 
is still open. The most favorably con- 
sidered proposition contemplates the 
purchase of silver at the present rate 
until ninety million ounces are pur- 
chased. Vilas is the only member of 
the committee holding out against 
compromise. A consultation will be 
held with Carlise. 


A Probable Deficiency of About 
fifty 


Millions—Stewart Opposes a Motion. 
WASHINGTON, October 19.—The Fi- 


nance Committee of the Senate pre- 
sented a report from the Treasury De- 
partment, in response to the resolution 
for information as to the probability of 
a deficiency in the revenues of the Gov- 
ernment. The report shows a deficit 
for the first three months of the car- 
rent fiscal year of over twenty-one 
millions, or at the rate of over eighty- 
four millions for the entire year. It 
shows that the actual expenditures for 
the first three months were over ninety- 
eight millions. At the same rate of ex- 
penditures for the year it would aggre- 
gate about three hundred and ninety- 
four millions, or about twenty-one 
millions more than the estimated ex- 
penses, and would show expenditures 
over supposed actual receipts of over 
twenty-seven millions. The Secretary 
says a definite forecast for the whole 
year is impossible, but it is apparent, 
should present conditions continue 
that the deficit at the end of the year 
will bo about fifty millions.

The Itobol Louder Will Establish a Pio- 


•visioii.il Government. 


MONTEVIDEO, October 19.—Don Ben 


nett, a correspondent in Rio Janeiro, 
sends advices that the revolutionary 
party under Admit al Mello will estab- 
lish a provisional government at Des- 
terro. A general plan of government 
will be arranged and a program for of- 
fensive and defensive attacks mapped 
out. The leaders hope tc obtain recog- 
nition from foreign powers. It is be- 
lieved that if Admiral Mello once gets 
a footing on land the people will rise 
in his favor. This will certainly mean 
the downfall of Peixoto. 


Reports that President Peixoto is 


buying ships in the United States and 
.Europe are not entitled to credence. 
They emenate from the same sources 
i rom which all the alleged official news 
favorable to Peixoto is sent. It is 
rumored that the insurgents have oc- 
cupied Nictheroy and have landed 
forces there. They have secured rein- 
forcements which are now outside the 
harbor entrance ready to begin opera- 
tions. 


Peixoto's Government has declared 


it will not be responsible for damages 
or losses to natives or foreigners resid- 
ing in Brazil caused by the revolution- 
ary forces, or by Government troops 
in their attempts to suppress the re- 
bellion. 


It is reported that the State Govern- 


ment of Santa Catharina has declared 
separation from the republic until 
President Peixoto resigns. An auxil- 
iary expedition organized by Barras 
Cassal to aid the revolutionists has ar- 
rived in Destero.

if it becomes evident that Democrats 
can do nothing, then to prepare a Re 
publican measure and ask the Senate 
to pass it. The majority was in favor 
of amending the rules, if necessary, to 
get the bill through, though there were 
some objections to any change which 
would help the Democrats in getting 
the Election and Tariff bills through.

Thomas, Assistant Internal 'Revenue 
Agent, and J. H. Borland yesterday 
seized the plant of an opium factory, 
located at Oakdale, Stanislaus county, 
together with 1,000 taels of prepared 
and a large quantity of crude opium. 
Yap Wah, the Chinese proprietor, was 
caught in the act of cooking the opium, 
and was placed under arrest. The 
value of the staff seized is placed at 
*1,000. 


A SENSATIONAL STOKY. 


A JJumor That Dr. Graves, the 
Mur- 


derer, IB Vet Alive. 


DENVEB, October 19.—The News pub- 


lishes a .sensational story to the effect 
that Dr. T. Thatcher Graves, the famous 
poisoner, who was supposed to have 
suicided in jail, is not dead. It is 
maintained that a pine log occupied the 
coffin instead of a body. The story is 
given on the authority of Charles 
Chandler a wealthy citizen of Thomp- 
son Centre, Conn., Graves' old home, 
and where the body is supposed to be 
buried. Chandler and a fellow towns- 
man, 
Stephen Morse, are now here 


They declare that the coffin was opened 
at the grave against the'protefits of the 
widow and found to contain a pine log 
and that the supposed dead doctor is 
now enjoying freedom in a foreign 
country. 


A rumor has been current here for 


some time that the body carried from 
the county jail was really wax, and 
that the parties to the decepti >n were 
some high officials and a secret organi- 
zation. This rumor is strengthened by

wild animals ia well illustrated by what 
ia passing iu San Bernardino county, Gal. 
A state bounty of §5 was placed on coy- 
otes, and this prowler of the foothills 
and plains was then worth powder and 
shot. So coyote scalps were collected to 
such an extent in San Bernardino county 
and elsewhere that the jackass rabbit 
had the restraints upon his existence 
very much slackened and increased in 
great numbers. It is hardly doubtful 
that thousands of rabbits aro worse dep- 
redators upon the farmer's thrift than 
scores of coyotes, which do not trouble 
the crops, tut only seize a few lambs or 
sneep wheu they get the chance. San 
Bernardino is now so pestered with rab- 
bits that the supervisors havo passed an 
ordinance voting 20 cents per pair of 
ears for their slaughter. There ia money 
in this, too, and it will be well if the 
county treasury is not bankrupted.—Ear- 
change.
